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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding "Fuller does not 
discuss or suggest storing an SMS short message to a memory location to be printed at a later time" has been fully considered; in response 
examiner would like to point out that since fuller is storing a message (without being focused at what kind of message) to a memory 
location, The issue of this message being a SMS message has been addressed with prior art Werner, where it has been clearly stated that 
an SMS message is handle by receiving it at a facsimile machine, if this message requires "special" handling it is not in the scope of the 
claims as presented in the present application. 

Applicant's argument regarding "Fuller specifically discusses notifying a user that a facsimile messages has been received and placed in a 
memory location. However, this therefore teaches away from storing received and displayed SMS short messages. In Fuller, the user sets 
up the operation of incoming messages so that the incoming messages ,qo directly to memory for later retrieval" has been fully considered; 
in response examiner would like to point out that displaying the sms message has been previously addressed with respect to Werner 
paragraph [0020]. 

Applicant's argument regarding "Fuller does not suggest that the user is able to analyze whether to store, print or delete received short 
messages such that an area occupied by the SMS short messages in a memory unit can be minimized" has been fully considered; in 
response examiner would like to point out that this particular limitation is not a part of the scope of the claims therefore does not need to be 
taught by the cited references. 
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
